WHEREAS, Gerald Anderson was the former Athletic Director

of Palatine High School; under his leadership, Palatine High

School athletic programs gained recognition in the Northwest

suburbs and the State of Illinois for their integrity,

competitiveness, and school spirit; upon his retirement in

1988, Palatine High School paid him the ultimate compliment by

naming the football stadium Chic Anderson Stadium; and

WHEREAS, Gerald Anderson was the recipient of numerous

awards during his career, including the Illinois Athletic

Director's Association Outstanding Athletic Director of the

Year award in 1979, the National High School Coaches

Association Athletic Director of the Year award in 1982, the

Palatine Chamber of Commerce Distinguished Community Service

Award in 1982, and the Northwest Community Hospital Sportsman

of the Year Award in 1991; he was also inducted into the

Illinois Athletic Directors Association Hall of Fame in 1998
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and Palatine High School Hall of Fame in 1999; and

WHEREAS, Gerald Anderson was a member of St. Thomas

Catholic Church; and

WHEREAS, Gerald Anderson was preceded in death by his

parents, Elizabeth and Julius Anderson, and his brother,

Berendt; and
